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More roads 
set to benefit 
from unique 
repair 
training 
scheme 


ANOTHER 80 roads in the borough 
are set to benefit from improvements 
over the next year, thanks to a 
unique Council scheme which gives 
unemployed young people the chance 
to learn new skills. 

It’s all part of the Highways 
Improvement & Local Labour (HILL) 
project, set up by Royal Greenwich in 2013 
to create and train a workforce to repair 
minor roads and pavements as well as to 
install new street lighting and declutter 
street furniture. 

Councillors on the highways committee 
rubber stamped the areas that are set to 
benefit at their meeting last Thursday 
(May 28). 

The scheme is part of the council’s 
commitment to improving local lives and 
communities by creating thousands of 
new jobs, housing and transport links. 

Since the start of the project, 44 local 
young people have completed training 
under the scheme and 35 have already 
gone on to secure full-time work, or are 
on their work placements.

THE royal borough has produced a 
new DVD to attract people to come 
forward as foster carers. 

The video aims to highlight the 
important role foster carers can play 
in encouraging and supporting young 
people as well as helping them to achieve 
good start in life. 

There is a shortage of foster carers 
across the UK and here in Greenwich 
it is no different with more people in 


particular needed to look after teenagers. 

In Royal Greenwich, the Fostering 
Services team has produced the 
30-minute DVD featuring interviews 
with foster carers talking about their 
experiences and the challenges and 
rewards of fostering. 

Foster carers Katie Davies and her 
husband Steve have looked after nearly 
30 local children since they began 10 
years ago. Katie said: “At the moment 
we have an eight-year-old boy staying 
with us long-term, and three-month-old 
twins, a boy and a girl. They were just a 
day old when they came to us - we didn’t 


know what to expect, and it was quite a 
challenge. 

“We have fostered some children 
for just a few weeks, and others for 
a few years. Steve looks after them 
at weekends to give me a break, and 
without him and help from my daughter 
Emily, 16, and son Joshua, 19, 1 couldn’t 
do it. 

“My advice to anyone interested in 
fostering is to come to some of our 
information events and find out more. 
It is so rewarding, and no two days are 
ever the same - it’s an emotional roller 
coaster.” 


Cllr John Fahy, the council’s cabinet 
member for children’s services, said: 
“I am enormously encouraged by the 
commitment and dedication of foster 
carers who work tirelessly to support 
the siblings in their care and enrich 
their lives in so many positive ways.”

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Funds for 
foot tunnels 


THE royal borough has been awarded 
£200,000 from Transport for London 
(TfL) to help conduct a trial to see how 
technology can aid safer cycling in the 
Greenwich and Woolwich foot tunnels. 
The exciting and innovative project will be 
developed and trialled over the coming 
year and aims to develop a technology- 
based system to permit safe cycling in the 


tunnels at appropriate times. 

At present, there is an outright ban on 
cycling in both foot tunnels, but as the 
tunnels represent a key link between the 
cycle networks of East and South-East 
London, many cyclists have asked if there is 
a way in which they can safely be permitted 
to use the tunnel. As cycling has increased 
in London, the need to enable easier use of 
the tunnels for all users has become more 
pressing. 

In 201 4 the royal borough worked in 
partnership with the Friends of Greenwich 
and Woolwich Foot Tunnels (FOGWOFT) 
to bid for funding from TfL and although 
this initial bid was not successful, TfL has 


subsequently agreed to provide funding for 
a trial to take place in 201 5/1 6. 

Cllr Danny Thorpe, the royal borough's 
cabinet member for regeneration and 
transport said: "I'm delighted that the 
council, working with FOGWOFT has 
secured funding from TfL. It will allow us 
to develop and trial technology which will 
hopefully lead to a safer system cycling, 
benefiting all who use the borough's foot 
tunnels." 

We are committed to helping maximising 
opportunities for residents to stay active 
and healthy and help the environment by 
cycling and walking.

Going for GOLD 

Council scheme helps residents out of poverty

THE next career move for job trainees on 
the borough’s new GOLD employment 
scheme took place at the Woolwich 
Centre on Thursday (May 28). 

They were able to meet former 
apprentices, professionals and business 
owners from different industries to find 
out what opportunities could lie ahead 
for them. 

The event aimed to build on their 
training and help them get a foot through 
the door to a new job. 

The council-run GOLD scheme, which 
stands for Greenwich Opportunities 
Learning and Development is designed to 
help residents out of poverty by working 
with different agencies to tackle a whole 
range of issues. Examples of the support 
given include one-to-one support for 
six people who were homeless and who 
now have homes. They were helped with 
learning to read and write, and with 
furniture for their homes. 

Others have been given counselling 
for debt relief, grief, mental health and 
domestic violence problems - more 
than half the women on the scheme are 
affected by this. This has all helped bring 
residents closer to the job market and 
improved their lives. 

Since it began, 265 participants and 103 
apprentices have been employed by GOLD 
for a minimum of six months. They 
have been put into council jobs, such as 
Cleansweep and grounds maintenance, 
helping play their part in creating cleaner 
streets, up and making the streets safer. 
More than 1,000 residents have benefited 
by a family member being enrolled on 
GOLD. 

GOLD also provides in-house vocational 
and skills training, job search support, CV 
service and help preparing for interviews, 
with the aim of increasing their earnings, 
boosting their confidence and their sense 
of achievement. 

Dean Nathan Delaney, a GOLD 
employment scheme member, told GT: 
“I signed up through GLLaB and I have 
been able to get valuable experience 
firstly in grounds maintenance and now 
as a customer service agent - two very 
different roles. The scheme has really 
benefited me, both in the short term with 
immediate employment as well as in

the long term, giving me the skills and 
experience to develop over time.” 

Seun Kayode a trainee HR adviser said: 
“At today’s event I was able to discuss 
a range of things with participants 
including what my experiences have 
taught me and what kind of things to 
take into account when you are part of 
the programme.”

A CHARLTON trader who was 
selling illicit Polish tobacco has 
been fined £3,250 after a sniffer dog 
found cigarettes and rolling tobacco 
hidden in the lining of his jacket. 

Ozcan Bozkurt pleaded guilty at Bexley 
Magistrates’ Court to offences under 
the Consumer Protection and Licensing 
Acts. 

The court heard that Bozkurt sold 
a packet of Polish cigarettes to an 
undercover investigator who went 
into his store, Bobeyi Supermarket, in 
The Village. A sniffer dog later found 
17 packets of Polish Marlboro Gold 
cigarettes and nine packets of foreign 
labelled Golden Virginia hand-rolling 
tobacco in the lining of Bozkurt’s jacket. 
More packets of foreign tobacco were 
found under the shop counter. 

The offences which Bozkurt admitted 
included having tobacco on sale which 
had been imported without payment of 
duty or which might otherwise have been 
illegally imported. As well as the fine, he 
was ordered to pay £1,520 costs. 

The prosecution was part of the council’s 
campaign against illicit tobacco sales. 


Since 2013, it has been working with five 
other South-east London boroughs to 
tackle the sale of illegal tobacco, after 
a survey of 1,700 smokers found that an 
estimated 114 million illegal cigarettes, 
with a street value of more than £22m, 
were sold annually in the region. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, the council’s cabinet 
member for community safety and 
environment, said: “The sale of illegal 
tobacco and alcohol has many damaging 
effects on local communities and honest 
business owners. It’s an illegal practice 
that dodges the taxes paid by lawful 
traders and brings increased health risks 
that can only undermine the huge work 
done in education and in helping people 
quit.” 

Cllr Denise Scott-McDonald, cabinet 
member for community wellbeing and 
public health said: “The availability of 
cheap illegal tobacco is a potentially 
big factor in recruiting young smokers 
and keeping older people smoking. We 
believe there is a clear link between the 
availability of illegal tobacco and high 
smoking rates.”

And 
so it is with ideas, Patricia Nicol's speculation 
to build a book festival in Christopher 
Wren's Old Royal Naval College, particularly 
apposite. "No-one is more surprised that 
we are," Patricia told Scene smiling, "we've 
done things we never expected". Hosted by 
the University of Greenwich and a part of 
the Royal Greenwich Festivals, this three-day 
event welcomed 1 00 writers. 

"We wanted a festival that programmed 
ambitiously but felt welcoming and was 
accessibly priced," she went on. 

With the help of a friend, Auriol Bishop, 
creative director of Hodder, Patricia 
succeeded, attendees queuing up as if for 
the Booker Prize. There was newly successful, 
Jessie - The Miniaturist - author Jessie 
Burton, Wellcome book prizewinner Marion 
-The Iceberg - Coutts and Jon Ronson 
of - You have Been Publicly Shamed, fame. 
Patricia was obviously delighted: "The first 
I approached was south Londoner, Jessie 
Burton ...but in fact, nobody really said no". 
The festival's structure was equally varied 
from workshops for children - How To Make 
Awesome Comics - and a talk from Steven 
Butler, about The Diary of Dennis The Menace 
- to debates around whether "History Lives". 
Three prominent authors proffered a personal 
perspective, a brief insight to the psyche of 
authors. 

All three agreed on the importance of 
research, Anna Hope, whose debut novel. 
Wake, The Observer called, "a master class 
of historical fiction" reading "for two years 
before writing". Her novel, a portrait of three 
lives intertwined, captured the sense of a new 
era being born. Rory Clements' recent novel. 
Holy Spy, the latest in his bestselling series of 
Tudor spy stories featuring John Shakespeare, 
elder brother of William, concurred strongly 
notwithstanding that "everything is 
ultimately, fiction". Antonia Hodgson, her 
debut novel. The Devil in the Marshalsea, a 
backstabbing, blood-curdling, mystery, spoke 
of hours spent "in libraries"and the discipline 
"to know when to stop". But one thing they 
agreed on was expressed without words, their 
passion and desire to write. 

Unquestionable, unambiguous and 
completely without question, a force of 
nature that united all three. 

Minor logistics notwithstanding, the acorn 
has seeded, we look forward to the sapling to 
come.
